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PREFACE. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fourth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  County  for  the  year  1938. 

The  Report  is  made  in  accordance  with  Circular  1728 
(Wales)  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  (Welsh  Board  of  Health). 

Maternal  Mortality. 

The  low  figure  of  1937  was  not  maintained.  During  the 
year  there  were  8 maternal  deaths,  making  a mortality 
rate  of  32  per  1,000  live  and  still  births.  Of  these  1 was 
due  to  puerperal  sepsis  and  7 due  to  other  puerperal  causes. 
Each  case  was  investigated  and  a detailed  report  forwarded 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
during  the  year,  63  2 as  against  59T  in  1937.  Several  investi- 
gations were  made  into  the  causes  of  Infant  Deaths  in  various 
localities  where  the  mortality  rate  was  above  the  average 
for  the  County. 

During  the  year  7 Independent  Midwives  compulsorily 
retired  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  due  to  old  age  and 
infirmity.  2 Midwives  also  retired  voluntarily  under  the 
Act.  Most  of  these  Midwives  practised  in  the  Wrexham  area 
and  their  retirement  has  added  appreciably  to  the  work  of 
the  County  Midwives.  4 Salaried  Midwives  attended  a 
Post  Graduate  course  during  the  year. 

A scheme  for  the  domiciliary  treatment  of  necessitous 
Blind  Persons  on  the  County  Register  was  adopted  by  the 
County  Council  during  the  year.  Details  of  the  scheme  are 
given  in  the  body  of  the  report,  page  70. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
Committee  of  Enquiry  into  the  Anti-Tuberculosis  Service  in 
Wales  and  Monmouthshire  sat  under  the  Chairmanship  of 
E.  Clement  Davies,  Esq.,  K.C.  The  Enquiry  was  not  confined 
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to  the  Tuberculosis  Service  itself  but  extended  to  the  environ- 
mental conditions  and  public  services  provided  by  the  Local 
Authorities.  The  standards  of  Housing,  Sanitary  Services  and 
Nutrition  are  most  important  factors  bearing  on  the  incidence 
of  Tuberculosis  cases. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Public  Health  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committees  for  their  interest  and  support,  and  I also  wish 
to  thank  the  Clerk  and  his  staff  for  valuable  assistance  so 
readily  given  at  all  times. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
work  and  loyal  co-operation  of  the  County  Health  Staff.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  population  of  the  County  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  is  156,840.  Of  this  number  85,520  are  to 
be  found  in  Wrexham  Borough  and  Wrexham  Rural  District, 
and  21,240  at  Colwyn  Bay.  The  County  covers  an  area  of 
427,977  acres  and  is  partly  industrial  and  partly  agricultural 
The  eastern  portion  of  the  County,  comprising  of  the  Borough 
of  Wrexham,  Wrexham  Rural  District,  and  Ceiriog  Rural 
District,  is  mainly  industrial  in  character,  the  chief  industry 
being  coal  mining.  There  are  several  stone  quarries,  and  at 
Brvmbo  there  is  a steel  works,  and  at  Cefn  a chemical  works. 
The  Aled  Rural  District,  Hiraethog  Rural  District  and  Ruthin 
Rural  Districts  are  mainly  agricultural  districts.

DEATHS. 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  County  during 
the  year  was  2,087,  and  of  these  1062  were  males  and  1025 
females.  Calculated  on  the  estimated  population  this  gives 
a death  rate  of  13  3 per  1,000  as  compared  with  13  8 in  1937. 
During  1938  the  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11  6.

Diphtheria. 

405  cases  were  notified  in  1938  as  compared  with  750  in 
1937.  The  case  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  2-5 
During  the  year  there  were  29  deaths  as  compared  with  46 
in  the  previous  year. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

The  number  of  cases  occurring  cannot  be  ascertained  as 
these  diseases  are  not  notifiable.  There  were  9 deaths  due 
to  Whooping  Cough  as  compared  with  6 in  the  previous  year, 
and  3 deaths  due  to  Measles  as  compared  with  1 in  1937. 


Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid. 

No  case  of  Typhoid  or  Paratyphoid  was  notified  during 
the  year. 


Tuberculosis. 

79  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  94  in  1937.  15  deaths  were  regi- 
stered from  other  Tuberculous  diseases  as  compared  with  14 
in  1937.

Heart  Disease  continues  to  be  the  chief  cause  of  death, 
486  cases  being  recorded  in  1938  as  compared  with  575  in  the 
previous  year.  This  gives  a death-rate  of  309  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 


Cancer. 

311  deaths  from  Cancer  were  registered  during  the  year, 
giving  a death-rate  of  19  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  com- 
pared with  277  and  a death-rate  of  176  in  1937.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Facilities  available  for  bacteriological  examinations  are 
the  same  as  described  in  previous  reports. 

Most  of  the  specimens  are  sent  to  the  Pathological 
Laboratory,  Chester  Royal  Infirmary.  These  consist  of 
samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Orders,  and  Tuberculosis  Order,  specimens  taken  under  the 
Venereal  Diseases  Regulations  for  Wasserman  re-action, 
examinations  for  Gonococci  and  Spirochetes.  Typing  of  blood 
of  donors  in  connection  with  the  County  Transfusion  Service 
is  also  carried  out  at  Chester.  To  save  time  and  transport 
most  of  the  milk  samples,  with  the  exception  of  animal 
inoculation  tests,  are  now  tested  at  the  Wrexham  War 
Memorial  Hospital.  Few  samples  of  milk  from  the  Western 
portion  of  the  County  are  forwarded  to  the  University  College 
of  North  Wales,  Bangor,  for  examination  and  report. 
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The  bacteriological  examination  of  throat  swabs  for  Diph- 
theria from  suspected  or  contact  school  cases  is  carried  out 
at  the  Wrexham  Fever  Hospital  by  Dr.  T.  P.  Edwards, 
Medical  Superintendent. 

Examination  of  specimens  of  sputa  .in  Tuberculosis  cases 
is  done  by  the  Officers  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial 
Association  at  the  various  clinics  in  the  County. 

Each  Sanitary  Authority  in  the  County  has  made  .its  own 
arrangements  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of 
specimens.  Most  of  the  specimens  are  sent  to  the  Chester 
Royal  Infirmary  and  Wrexham  War  Memorial  Hospital,  or 
the  Clinical  Research  Association,  London.  Arrangements  for 
examination  of  specimens  under  the  Venereal  Diseases  Regu- 
lations are,  however,  done  through  the  County. 

Analyses  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  are  sent  to  Mr. 
F.  A.  Lowe,  Chester,  who  is  the  County  Analyst.

This 
ambulance  is  used  for  maternity,  sickness  and  accident  cases. 

Arrangements  for  conveying  Maternity  Cases. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  a local  garage  for 
the  transport  of  maternity  cases  to  and  from  the  County 
Maternity  Hospital,  Ruabon,  when  necessary.  This  service  is 
available  at  all  times  of  the  day  and  night,  and  in  necessitous 
cases  the  cost  is  defrayed  by  the  County  Council. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

Nursing  in  the  homes  is  provided  by  the  District  Nursing 
Associations  in  the  County.  The  County  have  no  whole-time 
Nurses  for  the  purpose  but  in  case  of  emergency  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  for  the  services  of  a temporary  Nurse. 

In  cases  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  the  District  Nursing 
Associations  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Welsh  National 
Memorial  Association  for  the  nursing  of  bed  patients  who 
require  treatment  at  their  homes. 

The  nursing  of  maternity  cases  after  the  14th  dav  when 
necessary  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Midwives  or  Midwives 
working  under  the  District  Nursing  Associations. 
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The  County  has  a scheme  for  the  provision  of  Home 
Helps  to  attend  mothers  before,  during  and  after  confinement. 
The  duties  of  the  Home  Help  are  the  domestic  duties 
normally  undertaken  by  the  mother,  including  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  darning, 
etc.  The  names  and  addresses  of  suitable  women,  obtained 
through  the  Health  Visitor  or  District  Nurse,  are  entered  in 
the  County  Register  and  can  be  readily  referred  to  when 
required. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

No  new  clinics  were  established  in  the  County  during 
the  year,  but  new  buildings  are  in  the  course  of  construction 
in  Denbigh  and  Gwersyllt.  These  will  be  opened  in  a matter 
of  a few  months.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  following  table  gives  particulars  of  the  accommoda- 
tion in  all  hospitals  within  the  County  area.  Patients  from 
Denbighshire  are  also  treated  at  hospital  in  Chester,  Liver- 
pool, Manchester  and  Bangor,  while  Orthopaedic  patients  are 
treated  at  the  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Gobowen. 
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POOR  LAW  MEDICAL  RELIEF 


For  the  purposes  of  Poor  Law  Medical  Relief  the  County 
is  divided  into  19  areas,  each  area  being  under  the  charge  of 
a part-time  Medical  Officer,  who,  with  the  exception  of  two, 
also  act  as  Public  Vaccinators.  There  has  been  close  co-opera- 
tion between  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  the  District 
Medical  Officers. 

There  are  two  Public  Assistance  Institution  Hospitals  in 
the  County,  Croesnewydd  Hospital,  Wrexham,  and  Public 
Assistance  Institution,  Ruthin.  Both  hospitals  take  in  chronic 
and  acute  cases,  but,  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation,  proper 
classification  of  patients  has  been  made  impossible.  This 
matter,  however,  is  receiving  attention.  As  stated  in  my 
previous  report  the  provision  of  suitable  accommodation  for 
the  purpose  of  classifying  and  separating  both  chronic  and 
acute  cases  is  an  urgent  matter. 


INSTITUTION  CARE  FOR  MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

The  County  has  two  institutions,  Coed-du  (in  Flintshire) 
and  Ruthin  Public  Assistance  Institution.  Both  these  are 
certified  by  the  Board  of  Control  for  the  reception  of  mental 
defectives  dealt  with  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts.  The 
accommodation  at  Coed-du  is  for  72  female  defectives,  while 
Ruthin  Institution  has  accommodation  for  18  males  and  1 
female  defective.  In  the  case  of  Ruthin  Institution  the  num- 
ber of  defectives  at  present  is  in  excess  of  the  number  for 
which  the  institution  is  licenced  and  the  question  of  further 
accommodation  is  becoming  an  urgent  matter.

Handiwork  Competition  at  Croydon. 

■(b)  Ruthin  Public  Assistance  Institution. 

The  patients  undertake  fretwork,  rug-making 
and  raffia  work.  The  games  are  billiards,  bagatelle, 
cards,  draughts,  etc.,  also  football  and  cricket.  No 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  extending  the 
playing  fields.  This  is  an  urgent  matter. 

(6)  Attendance  at  Religious  Services. 

(a)  Coed  Du  Hall  Institution. 

The  patients  attend  either  the  Church  of  England 
or  Welsh  Chapel  in  Rhydymwyn  every  Sunday 
morning,  also  the  Sunday  School  in  the  afternoon.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

The  scheme  for  domiciliary  service  of  Midwives  under  the 
Midwives  Act,  1936,  came  into  operation  in  the  County  on 
January  1st.  1938.  With  the  exception  of  the  district  covered 
by  Wrexham  Borough  and  the  Parish  of  Rhosllanerch rugog, 
the  scheme  is  administered  by  the  County  Nursing  Associa- 
tion. 47  Midwives  are  employed  by  the  Association,  including 
2 emergency  Midwives.  These  are  supervised  by  the  County 
Council.  5 Midwives  (3  in  the  Borough  of  Wrexham  and  2 in 
the  Parish  of  Rhosllanerchrugog)  are  employed  direct  by 
the  County  Council. 

The  County  is  well  covered  by  the  service,  but  owing  to 
the  rural  character  of  a large  portion  of  the  County  manv  of 
the  Midwives  are  provided  with  cars. 

During  the  year  6 midwives  were  compulsorily  retired 
under  the  Midwives  Act.  1936.  There  are  now  49  independent 
Midwives  on  the  County  Register,  but  of  these  21  are  attached 
to  Hospitals  or  Nursing  Homes.

One  was  delivered  outside  and  was  admitted  in  extremis 
from  Post-partum  Haemorrhage,  and  died  in  one  hour.  The 
other  two  were  both  admitted  in  eclamptic  coma ; one  died 
the  same  day,  the  other  the  day  after  admission. 

III.  Consultations. 

I was  called  in  on  275  occasions  by  53  doctors.  Of  these 

106  were  Ante-natal  cases. 

48  were  in  labour. 

57  were  post-natal. 

20  were  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

44  were  operations. 


Colwyn  Bay  Borough. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  as  Consulting  Obstetrician, 
consultations  with  9 Colwyn  Bay  doctors  took  place. 

Twelve  consultative  clinics  were  held,  118  examinations 
being  carried  out. 

The  following  recommendation  given  to  the  Borough 
equally  well  applies  to  the  County  area:  “ It  would  be  a great 
advantage  if  the  district  Midwives,  after  doing  the  qualifying 
course,  were  supplied  with  Gas  and  Air  Apparatus,  as  it  not 
only  saves  a lot  of  suffering  but  would  result  in  a reduction 
of  unnecessary  interference  at  normal  confinements  which 
would  help  to  reduce  maternal  morbidity. 


Wrexham  Borough. 


Although  there  is  no  arrangement  with  this  Borough, 
24  of  the  total  consultations  were  in  Wrexham. 

45  Borough  cases  were  examined  at  the  County  Clinics, 
having  been  referred  for  some  abnormality  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Wrexham  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  or  by  their  own 
•doctors. 

14  abnormal  cases  were  admitted  to  Ruabon  Hospital 
from  Wrexham. 


IV.  Maternal  Mortality. 

Until  there  is  an  adequate  modern  County  Maternity 
Hospital  to  replace  the  cramped  accommodation  of  the  small 
ex-Accident  Hospital  at  Ruabon,  the  scheme  for  the  reduction 
of  mortality  is  not  likely  to  produce  the  desired  result. 

Many  cases,  suffering  from  various  abnormalities  of 
pregnancy,  have  to  be  confined  at  home  and  the  further 
recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  admission 
of  Primiparae  and  those  living  in  unsuitable  surroundings 
cannot  be  carried  out.  The  provision  of  trained  midwives  for 
every  mother,  methods  of  improving  the  hygienic  and  nutri- 
tional standard  of  every  mother,  dental  treatment  and  more 
ante-natal  supervision  and  an  emergency  unit — none  of  these 
are  as  important  as  the  establishment  of  the  hospital.

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HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  in  recent  years  have 
greatly  increased.  The  numerous  clinics — Ante-Natal,  Mater- 
nity and  Child  Welfare,  Diphtheria  Immunisation  of  children 
under  school  age — take  up  a great  deal  of  her  time.  In 
addition,  as  School  Nurse  she  attends  the  ordinary  Routine 
Medical  Inspections,  the  School  Clinics  for  Tonsils  and 
Adenoids,  Eye  Refractions,  Minor  Ailments,  together  with 
her  visits  to  the  schools  for  cleanliness  inspection.  A most 
important  part  of  her  duties  is  to  visit  the  homes  of  the 
infants.  She  does  this  as  a matter  of  routine  but  special  visits 
are  required 

1.  In  the  case  of  a child  referred  at  the  Clinic  as 

requiring  special  care. 

2.  Irregular  attendance  of  mother  and  infant  at  the 

clinic. 


Much  work  has  been  done  by  the  Health  Visitor  during 
the  year  in  visiting  the  home  in  connection  with  Diphtheria 
Immunisation.  In  certain  cases  it  has  been  found  that  whilst 
the  mother  is  agreeable  and  often  anxious  to  have  the  child 
innoculated,  the  father  due  to  some  unknown  reason  raises 
objection. 


As  a matter  of  routine  the  Health  Visitor  visits  the  homes 
(.f  children  under  2 years  of  age  every  month,  children 
between  2 and  3 years  once  every  two  months,  and  children 
between  3 and  5 years  every  three  months. 


The  Health  Visitors  number  11  and  during'  the  year  they 
paid  12,441  visits  to  children  between  the  ages  of  12  months 
and  5 years.  The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  visits

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  above  figures  that  the  Salaried 
Midwives  attended  two-thirds  and  the  Independent  Midwives 
one-third  of  the  total  district  cases.  It  is  also  interesting  to 
note  the  larger  number  of  forceps  deliveries  in  the  cases  taken 
by  Independent  Midwives. 

The  five  Midwives  employed  directly  by  the  County  Coun- 
cil took  up  their  appointments  on  January  1st,  1938.  and  an 
extra  full  time  Midwife  was  appointed  on  April  1st  through 
the  Gwersyllt  Nursing  Association  thus  completing  the  County 
Domiciliary  Midwifery  service  which  is  working  very  satis- 
factorily. Eight  Independent  Midwives  have  been  appointed 
to  salaried  posts. 

I find  that  the  telephone  has  helped  considerably, 
especially  in  the  rural  areas,  by  making  the  Nurses  feel  less 
isolated  and  more  co-operative.  There  are  also  17  cars  used 
by  District  Midwives,  and  this  is  of  great  benefit  to  the 
County  as  well  as  the  Nurses  as  it  would  frequently  be  .impos- 
sible for  patients  to  attend  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  unless  the 
Nurses  took  them  by  car.  The  local  Nursing  Associations 
allow  them  to  do  this  free  of  charge. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinics  have  been  well  attended  by  the 
Midwives.  Although  many  cases  have  been  taken  into  Hos- 
pital through  attending  the  Clinic,  this  has  not  apparently 
affected  their  attendance. 

The  M.  and  C.W.  Clinics  have  also  been  attended  by  the 
Midwives  whenever  possible,  and  their  assistance  has  been 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  Health  Visitors. 


N)*<! 
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Seven  Midwives  attended  Post  Graduate  Courses  of  one 
month  during  the  year,  and  two  County  Council  Midwives 
also  took  a Course  and  obtained  Certificates  for  Analgesia 
administration.  Unfortunately  they  have  not  been  provided 
with  a Gas  and  Air  Apparatus.  There  is  only  one  of  these  in 
use  at  present,  at  Broughton  (provided  by  the  Broughton 
D.N.A.). 

The  Home  Help  Service  which  was  started  during  the 
ear  is  working  well  and  is  much  appreciated.  There  were 
5 women  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Lectures  and  Meetings  held  monthly  by  the  East 
Denbighshire  Branch  of  the  Midwives  Institute  were  well 
attended  and  we  were  fortunate  to  obtain  good  Lecturers. 
These  Meetings  are  also  open  for  discussion  and  interchange 
of  ideas  and  I regard  them  of  very  great  value  to  the  Mid- 
wifery Service. 

Health  Visiting  and  School  Work. 

One  of  our  Health  Visitors  left  for  marriage  during  the 
year  and  has  been  replaced.  The  Clinic  attendances  have  been 
good. 

I am  glad  that  the  Council  were  able  to  provide  uniform 
costumes  for  the  Health  Visitors.  A heavier  weight  coat  for 
the  winter  months  would  be  appreciated. 

The  weekly  returns  of  work  done  and  record  cards  have 
been  well  done  and  kept  up  to  date. 


Children’s  Act  (Infant  Life  Protection). 

There  were  23  children  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  In  all  cases  satisfactory  reports  have  been  received.

’NORTH  WALES  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

YEARLY  REPORT  ON  THE  SOCIETY’S  WORK  IN 

DENBIGH,  1938-39. 

The  North  Wales  Society  has  now  completed  its  second 
year  of  administrating  the  work  for  the  Blind  in  the  whole 
of  Denbighshire.  Flag  Days  and  Sales  have  been  held  at 
various  centres  in  order  to  raise  money,  and  the  voluntary 
collectors  continue  to  render  invaluable  assistance  in  the 
arduous  work  of  collecting  subscriptions. 

The  Funds  of  the  Society  continue  to  be  assisted  by  the 
working  agreement  in  the  East  Denbighshire  Area  with  the 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind. 

Some  of  the  workers  in  the  East  Denbigh  area  are  still 
employed  at  the  Chester  Workshops.  All  goods  made  are 
accepted  by  the  Depot  at  Bangor  and  an  earnest  endeavour 
is  made  to  dispose  of  the  stock. 

The  activities  of  the  society  are  very  numerous  and  varied 
in  .its  efforts  to  assist  and  meet  the  demands  of  the  blind 
people.  Teas  and  social  gatherings  have  taken  place  regularly 
in  Wrexham  and  other  towns  in  the  County,  whilst  rambles 
and  singing  classes  have  also  been  very  much  enjoyed. 
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Applications  for  Clothing,  Boots,  Bed  Linen,  etc.,  from 
necessitous  cases  are  dealt  with  each  fortnight  and  most  of 
these  are  granted,  the  cost  being  borne  by  the  Society.  White 
sticks  are  provided  on  application. 


221  unemployable  Blind  Persons  are  now  in  receipt  of  a 
maximum  grant  of  £1  per  week  which  is  paid  out  by  the 
Society  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council.  The  raising  of  this 
grant  from  15s.  to  20s.  has  proved  a great  blessing  to  the 
Blind. 


91  Bus  Passes  have  been  issued  by  the  Society  through 
the  courtesy  of  Crosville  Motor  Services.  The  Blind  them- 
selves, except  in  very  needy  cases,  pay  a nominal  sum  of 
2s.  6d.  per  annum  for  a Pass. 


Every  Christmas  the  school  children  collect  their  pennies 
to  provide  “ Christmas  Cheer  ” for  the  Blind.  This  is  very 
much  appreciated. 


The  Library  at  Headquarters  continues  to  be  well  pat- 
ronised by  the  Blind  readers.  Magazines,  literature  and 
portions  of  Scripture  are  circulated  each  week. 


Many  new  Wireless  Sets  have  been  distributed,  most  of 
them  “ All  Main  ” Sets.  We  are  indeed  grateful  to  the  British 
Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund  for  their  splendid  work. 


The  Blind  community  keenly  appreciate  all  that  is  being 
done,  and  their  appreciation  and  gratitude  is  of  very  real 
value  to  the  Society  in  its  work. 


BLbND  PERSONS. 

The  scheme  for  domiciliary  medical  care  of  blind  persons 
was  put  into  operation  on  1st  June,  1939.  The  County  Scheme 
is  as  follows  : —

MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  SERVICES  FOR  BLIND 

PERSONS. 


A.  MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

(a)  That  the  County  Council  contract  with  Medical  Prac- 
titioners residing  or  practising  in  the  County  to  provide 
for  medical  relief  to  all  necessitous  blind  persons  residing 
in  their  area  requiring  medical  attention,  at  a fee  of 
12s.  6d.  (twelve  shillings  and  six  pence)  for  each  blind 
person  registered,  together  with  mileage  allowance 
according  to  the  County  Scale,  but  excluding  the  cost  of 
drugs  and  appliances. 

(b)  That  each  necessitous  blind  person  be  allowed  to  select 
his  or  her  own  Medical  Practitioner. 

(c)  That  the  treatment  obtained  shall  be  of  a nature,  quality 
and  extent  not  inferior  to  that  obtained  by  insured 
persons  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Scheme. 

(d)  Medicines,  appliances,  etc.,  supplied  must  be  supplied 
otherwise  than  by  or  at  the  profit  of  the  practitioner 
giving  treatment,  except  in  the  following  cases : — 

1.  If  the  medicine  or  appliance  is  necessary  or 
ordinarily  administered  by  the  doctor  in  person,  or 
needed  for  immediate  administration  or  application, 
or  needed  for  use  before  a supply  can  be  conveniently 
obtained  from  the  chemist. 

2.  If  the  blind  person  is  living  in  a rural  area 
and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  satisfied 
that  owing  to  distance  or  inadequacy  or  means  of 
communication  he  will  have  difficulty  in  getting  medi- 
cine, etc.,  from  the  chemist. 

(e)  In  cases  in  which  the  doctor  does  not  supply  medicines 
or  appliances  the  blind  person  will  present  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  the  chemist’s  account. 


(f)  Medical  Practitioners  shall  keep  and  furnish  as  required 
by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  reports  on  the 
condition  of  the  blind  person  and  on  the  treatment  given. 

B.  DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

(a)  That  the  County  Council  contract  with  Dentists  prac- 
tising in  the  County  for  providing  dental  treatment  for 
necessitous  blind  persons. 

(b)  The  Medical  Attendant  will  report  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  any  case  requiring  dental  treatment. 

(c)  On  receipt  of  the  Report  the  County  Medical  Officer  will 
make  arrangements  with  a Dentist  who  has  contracted 
with  the  County  Council  to  carry  out  the  work  under 
conditions  of  service  similar  to  those  laid  down  in  the 
National  Health  Scheme. 

(d)  The  patient  must,  if  required,  submit  himself  for  examina- 
tion by  the  County  Medical  Officer  or  any  other  Officer 
deputising  for  him,  before  or/and  after  treatment. 

(e)  The  Dentist  must  keep  a separate  record  of  each  item  of 
treatment  provided,  together  with  dates  of  the  treatment. 
After  completion  of  treatment  the  records  are  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

(f)  Only  specific  items  of  treatment  which,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  patient’s  own  doctor,  are  such  as  are  necessary  to 
secure  reasonable  dental  efficiency  and  which  are 
approved  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  must  appear  on 
the  estimate.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  “ After- 
Care  ” of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  After-Care  is 
generally  interpreted  to  mean  care  after  discharge  of  a 
patient  from  institutional  treatment.  This  is  obviously  an 
unsatisfactory  term  and  should  include  all  persons  sufferin 
from  Tuberculosis  irrespective  of  whether  or  not  they  hav 
received  treatment  at  a Sanatorium. 

The  following  After-Care  Scheme  has  been  adopted  by 
the  County  Council : — 

Section  173  (2)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  provides 
that  the  Council  of  a County  or  County  Borough  may  make 
such  arrangements  as  they  think  desirable  for  the  after  care 
of  persons  who  have  suffered  from  tuberculosis. 

THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  ADMINISTRA- 
TIVE COUNTY  OF  DENBIGH  with  the  object  of  making- 
provision  under  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Council  under 
the  said  Section  will  establish  a Scheme  for  dealing  with  such 
cases  as  aforesaid,  and  it  is  proposed  that  the  following 
arrangements  be  made  : —

1.  THE  Council  shall  establish  a standing  Sub-Commit- 
tee of  its  Public  Health,  Housing  and  Public  Assistance  Com- 
mittee to  be  known  as  “ The  Committee  for  the  After-Care 
of  Tuberculosis  Patients,”  and  all  matters  relating  to  the 
exercise  of  the  powers  of  the  Council  under  the  recited 
statutory  provision  shall  stand  referred  to  the  Sub-Committee 
and  the  Council  and  Public  Health,  Housing  and  Public 
Assistance  Committee,  before  exercising  any  such  powers, 
shall,  unless  in  their  opinion  the  matter  is  urgent,  receive  and 
consider  the  report  of  the  Sub-Committee  with  respect  to 
the  matter  in  question. 

2.  SUCH  Sub-Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Chairman 
and  Vice-Chairman  for  the  time  being  of  the  Public  Health 
and  Public  Assistance  Committee  and  thirty  other  members 
of  such  Committee  together  with  the  Chairman  for  the  time 
being  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  each  Sanitary 
Authority  in  the  County  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the 
area. 


3.  THE  Council  may  also  appoint  as  members  of  the 
Sub-Committee  not  more  than  five  persons  specially  qualified 
by  training  or  experience  in  subjects  relating  to  nursing  or 
prevention  or  treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 

4.  SUBJECT  to  the  provision  of  this  Scheme  and  to 
such  general  or  special  restrictions  or  conditions  as  the 
Council  may  from  time  to  time  impose  the  Sub-Committee 
shall,  in  particular,  discharge  such  of  the  functions  of  the 
Council  under  the  said  recited  Section  as  relate  to  the  fol- 
lowing matters : — 

(a)  The  Consideration  and  examination  of  applications 
and  recommendations  of  Officers  with  regard  to: — 

(i)  The  provision  of  skilled  nursing  for  patients  in 
their  own  homes. 

(1)  For  cases  not  requiring  constant  nursing  by 
arrangement  with  the  County  Nursing  Asso- 
ciation and  District  Nursing  Association. 

f2)  For  cases  requiring  constant  nursing  by  the 
engagement  or  appointment  of  nurses  or 
such  other  methods  as  the  Council  may  from 
time  to  time  decide. 

(ii)  The  provision  of  extra  nourishment,  suitable 
clothing,  etc.,  for  the  patient  in  necessitous  cases. 
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(iij)  The  provision  of  financial  assistance  or 
assistance  in  kind  for  the  patient  in  necessitous 
cases,  and  also  in  such  cases  for  the  family  where 
the  wage  earner  is  the  person  affected,  so  far 
as  the  Council  has  power  to  do  so. 

(iv)  The  provision  of  temporary  care  or  protection 
for  children  where  the  mother  is  the  person 
affected. 

(v)  The  provision  of  suitable  clothing  for  necessitous 
patients  to  enable  them  to  enter  Institutions. 

(vi)  Assisting  patients  capable  of  being  employed  in 
obtaining  suitable  employment. 

(b)  The  determination  of  the  nature  of  the  amount  of 
the  assistance  and  provision  to  be  given  or  made  in 
the  foregoing  cases. 

(c)  The  provision,  in  urgent  necessitous  cases,  of  bed  or 
bedding  for  use  in  open-air  shelters. 

With  regard  to  the  foregoing  matters,  the  Sub-Committee 
shall  have  power  to  act  subject  to  reporting  their  action 
thereon  through  the  Committee  to  the  Council,  and  subject 
also  to  the  limit  of  expenditure  that  may  from  time  to  time 
be  fixed  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Council,  but  with 
regard  to  the  following  matters,  the  Sub-Committee  shall 
previously  report  to  the  Committee: — 

(d)  The  finding  of  more  suitable  housing  accommodation 
for  a patient  living  in  unsuitable  surroundings  or  in 
an  overcrowded  house. 

In  these  cases  the  Committee  shall  arrange  with 
the  Housing  Authority  for  the  area  for  such 
accommodation  to  be  provided  as  quickly  as  possible 
so  as  to  ensure  in  all  cases  that  the  patient  shall 
have  separate  sleeping  accommodation. 

(e)  The  dealing  with  cases  of  infectious  patients. 

These  cases  shall  be  dealt  with  by  the  Committee 
in  manner  aforesaid,  and  the  Committee  shall  itself 
arrange  for  temporary  accommodation  or  homes  for 
children  where  residence  in  their  own  homes  is  con- 
sidered undesirable  from  the  point  of  view  of 
infection. 


(f)  The  provision  in  necessitous  cases  of  open-air  shelters 
and  bedding  therefor,  and  assisting  in  finding  suitable 
sites  for  the  erection  of  such  shelters  where  the  con- 
ditions do  not  permit  the  erection  thereof  on  land 
adjacent  to  the  residence  of  the  patient. 

(g)  The  provision  of  home  help  in  cases  where  the 
mother  .is  the  person  affected,  and  is  unfit  to  carry 
out  all  her  home  duties  or  where  the  carrying  out 
of  such  duties  is  detrimental  to  her  recovery. 

(h)  The  provision  of  convalescent  treatment  for  pre- 
tubercular  children  in  need  thereof. 

(i)  As  far  as  legally  authorised  the  making  of  such 
arrangements  and  provisions  as  will  facilitate  the 
acceptance  of  Institutional  treatment  by  the  patient. 

( j)  The  taking  of  such  action  and  making  such  provision 
as  will  be  found  necessary  and  desirable  in  individual 
cases  not  met  by  the  foregoing  provided  such  action 
or  provision  is  within  the  power  of  the  Council  and 
within  the  scope  of  any  direction  that  the  Council 
may  from  time  to  time  make  in  regard  to  their 
functions  under  the  recited  statutory  provision. 

5.  For  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  aforesaid  func- 
tions, the  Sub-Committee  shall  arrange: — 

(a)  For  the  notification  by  the  Welsh  'National  Memorial 
Association  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Ffealth 
of  all  patients  to  be  dealt  with  under  this  Scheme 
with  such  details  and  particulars  as  may  be  agreed. 

(b)  That  on  receipt  of  such  notification  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  arrange  for  the  patient 
to  be  visited  by  a Medical  Officer  who  will  prepare  a 
full  report  upon  the  general  condition  of  the  home, 
family,  contacts,  etc. 

(c)  That  such  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  following 
meeting  of  the  Sub-Committee  with  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  thereon. 

{d)  That  the  patient  and  the  homes  be  visited  at  fixed 
regular  monthly  intervals  by  one  of  the  Council’s 
Health  Visitors,  who  shall  report  to  the  Countv 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  upon  the  general  condition 
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of  the  patient,  the  home  conditions,  and  contacts. 
Where  considered  necessary  such  latter  report  shall 
contain  particulars  of  the  financial  circumstances  of 
the  patient. 

(e)  In  cases  of  other  than  casual  financial  assistance  or 
assistance  in  kind  no  order  for  such  assistance  shall 
extend  for  a period  exceeding  14  weeks  at  any  one 
time  and  all  such  cases  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  Sub- 
Committee  at  least  once  quarterly  upon  reports  sub- 
mitted by  the  appropriate  officer. 

(f)  That  arrangements  for  nursing  shall  be  made  in 
manner  hereinbefore  provided,  and  that  all  cases  be 
under  the  control  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the 
area,  who  shall,  when  necessary,  give  by  way  of 
report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
if  urgent  also  direct  to  the  responsible  nurse,  instruc- 
tions or  recommendations  regarding  treatment  of  the 
patient.  That  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  shall  also,  when 
necessary,  report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  on  any  matter  adversely  affecting  the 
progress  of  the  patient  or  the  health  of  the  family. 

(g)  That  the  Sub-Committee  arrange  with  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  for  the  assistance  of  the  Com- 
mittee’s officers  in  any  investigations  necessary  into 
financial  circumstances  and  generally  as  to  records 
and  other  matters. 

6.  THE  SUB-COMMITTEE  shall  make  every  effort  to

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

ABERGELE  URBAN. 

The  larger  part  of  the  area  is  supplied  by  the  Rhyl  Urban 
District  Council  from  the  Glascoed  and  Llannefydd  Water- 
works. There  is  a plentiful  supply  of  water  of  a good  quality. 

Kinmel  Bay. 

Part  of  this  Ward  is  still  supplied  through  the  mains  of 
the  North  Wales  Water  Co.  Ltd.,  which  buys  water  in  bulk 
from  the  Rhyl  Lh'ban  District  Council.  The  state  of  affairs  is 
still  unsatisfactory. 

Llanddulas  and  Rhydyfoel. 

Glyn  Lws  Waterworks.  The  unsatisfactory  condition  of 
the  works,  that  is,  the  state  of  the  reservoir  and  the  character 
of  the  water,  were  dealt  with  in  my  reports  of  1936  and  1937. 
The  Council  instructed  Messrs.  Sandford  Fawcett  & Partners, 
Consulting  Engineers,  to  carry  out  an  investigation.  A 
scheme  to  raise  and  strengthen  the  dam,  to  increase  the 
capacity  to  5,100,000  gallons,  and  to  install  filtering  and 
chlorinating  plants  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £13,400,  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  their  approval. 

ALED  RURAL. 

Bettws-yn-Rhos  and  Llanfair  T.H. 

The  works  of  water  supply  in  the  two  parishes  have  been 
well  maintained,  and  are  as  stated  in  previous  reports. 

Cefn. 

The  works  of  water  supply  have  proved  very  satisfactory, 
the  water  being  of  excellent  quality  and  adequate  for  the  need 
of  the  parish. 

Llanelian. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  by  the  Borough  of  Colwyn 
Bay  in  the  preparation  of  their  scheme  for  extending  their 
supply  to  the  boundary  of  this  parish.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
Council  will  be  able  to  extend  the  supply  to  the  village  in  the 
near  future. 
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Llansantffraid. 

The  Council  have  replaced  the  1-inch  pipe  main  supplying 
houses  between  the  village  and  Groesffordd  Farm  with  l|-inch 
main,  the  old  main  being  too  small  and  corroded.  The  boosting 
station  erected  by  the  Conway  and  Colwyn  Bay  Joint  Water 
Supph  Board  has  injuriously  affected  the  pressure  of  water 
available  in  the  upper  portions  of  the  parish.  The  attention 
of  the  Board  has  been  drawn  to  this  matter. 

Trefnant. 

As  previously  stated,  the  supply  in  the  village  has  been 
satisfactory,  except  at  Greenfield,  in  the  highest  part  of  the 
village,  as  before.  As  to  the  extension  of  the  water  supply  to 
isolated  farms  and  houses  in  the  upper  parts  of  the  parish, 
extending  from  Greenfield  to  Pencaedu,  Penpalmant  and 
Penucha’r  Green,  the  Council  have  agreed  to  secure  expert 
advice  for  supplying  water  to  this  area. 

Llannefydd. 

The  Council  have  engaged  a water  diviner  to  locate 
springs  near  the  village.  Excavations  were  carried  out  as 
directed  by  him,  and  a supply  of  water  was  found.  Concrete 
walls  were  constructed  to  support  the  ground,  and  a short 
length  of  water  main  was  laid  to  tap  the  water,  but  I fear 
this  supply  is  too  small  for  the  village.  Tenders  have  been 
invited  for  conveying  a supply  throughout  the  village.  Water 
was  obtained  from  a well  which  is  not  properly  protected  from 
pollution. 

Liansannan. 

The  supply  of  water  in  the  village,  and  also  to  the  hamlet 
of  Tanvfron,  has  been  satisfactory.  The  -supply  of  water  to 
the  school  and  cottages  near  Clwt  Farm  has  not  been  quite 
satisfactory,  owing  to  the  small  tank  on  the  water  main  not 
being  fenced  to  prevent  pollution  by  cattle.  The  attention  of 
the  County  Education  Authority  has  been  drawn  to  the 
matter,  and  they  have  given  instructions  to  the  School 
Managers  to  do  the  work  required. 

CEIRIOG  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

Pandy  Water  Supply  Scheme. 

Tenders  for  the  supply  of  the  necessary  Chlorination  and 
Filtration  Plant  have  been  invited  and  the  Council  have 
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provisionally  accepted  the  tender  of  the  Pennutit  Company 
Ltd.,  London,  in  the  sum  of  £696  for  this  plant. 

Generally  the  scheme  at  the  end  of  the  year  1938  is  almost 
ready  for  commencement  and  now  the  scheme  is  well  under 
way,  approximately  one-half  the  mains  of  the  scheme  having 
been  laid. 

Llansilin  Water  Scheme. 

The  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  a new  reservoir  and  the 
re-laying  of  mains  were  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  tenders  for  carrying  out  the  works 
invited.  The  work  has  now  been  practically  completed. 

COLWYN  BAY  BOROUGH. 

The  water  supply  of  Colwyn  Bay  has  been  thoroughly 
investigated  during  1938.  Engineering  difficulties  due  to  the 
difference  in  levels  of  the  various  parts  of  the  Borough  have 
been  largely  overcome.  Attention  was  given  to  the  purity  of 
the  supply.  Three  samples  were  given  a full  chemical  analysis 
and  eight  were  given  a bacteriological  examination  by  a 
bacteriologist  at  Chester.  In  addition  twelve  samples  were 
examined  in  the  Health  Department  for  the  presence  of 
B.  Coli.  All  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  con- 
firm reports  received  by  the  Cowlyd  Water  Board  from  their 
advisors  and  their  analysts. 

DENBIGH  BOROUGH. 

The  water  supply  for  the  town  and  hamlets  of  The  Green 
and  Brookhouse  is  derived  from  an  Artesian  Well  sunk  to  a 
depth  of  384  ft.,  just  outside  the  Borough  boundary  at  Llwyn. 
This  provides  an  abundant  and  constant  supply  of  pure  water, 
which,  however,  is  very  hard.  The  water  is  pumped  to  a 
reservoir  situated  in  the  Castle  district,  and  thence  is  supplied 
by  gravitation  to  householders.  No  analysis  was  required 
during  the  year.  This  water  is  exceptionally  free  from  Bac- 
terial contamination. 

The  provision  of  a better  water  supply  for  Henllan  village 
is  still  under  discussion  and  is  very  much  overdue.  It  is 
hoped  to  get  a very  pure  supply  of  Artesian  Well  water. 

Rivers  and  streams  are  reasonably  free  from  any 
pollution. 
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HIRAETHOG  RURAL. 

There  is  urgent  need  for  the  improvement  of  the  water 
supply  as  regards  quantity  in  Cerrigydruidion  and  its 
immediate  area  and  the  quantity  and  quality  in  Llangwm, 
Dinmael,  Maerdy  and  Tynant.  The  deficiency  in  the  latter 
areas  is  holding  up  the  selection  of  sites  for  housing  purposes 
and  the  improvement  of  the  sanitation  at  the  schools  and 
some  farms.  From  a sanitary  point  of  view,  the  deficiencies 
in  all  the  areas  are  at  times  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  and  the  school  children. 

Cerrigydruidion. 

This  village  has  a piped  water  supply  from  an  open  reser- 
voir with  a capacity  of  56,000  gallons. 

Glasfryn. 

The  water  supplied  is  also  piped  and  obtained  from  the 
Cerrigydruidion  main. 

Pentrellyncymer. 

The  School  has  a piped  water  system. 

Llanfihangel  G.M. 

Has  a piped  supply  obtained  from  the  Alwen  Main  of 
the  Birkenhead  T.C. 

Llangwm. 

Water  is  supplied  from  Standpipes  in  the  village.  The 
school  has  no  piped  supply  but  water  is  available  from  the 
village  stand-pipe  some  30  yards  distant. 

Dinmael. 

Has  private  supplies  of  water  which  are  not  satisfactory 
from  a bacteriological  point  of  view. 

Maerdy. 

The  water  supply  of  this  hamlet  is  from  a covered  well 
on  the  roadside  and  is  provided  with  a semi-rotary  pump. 

Pentrevoelas. 

The  village  has  a piped  supply  of  water  owned  by  the 
Voelas  Estate. 
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Ysbytty  Ifan. 

The  Council  has  provided  a piped  supply  of  water  to  this 
village,  the  supply  being  obtained  from  springs  and  collected 
into  a storage  reservoir  of  4,000  gallons  capacity.  Supplies 
are  conveyed  to  the  village  in  3-inch  diameter  pipes.  Supplies 
are  from  four  stand-pipes,  and  in  four  cases  taken  into  the 
house. 

Nebo. 

This  village  has  a piped  supply  of  water  collected  from 
springs  into  a tank  and  taken  to  a stand-pipe  on  the  roadside 

Capel  Garmon. 

This  village  has  no  piped  supply  of  water.  Supplies  for 
part  of  the  village  are  collected  into  a slate  cistern  provided 
with  a tap. 

Melin-y-Coed. 

This  hamlet  has  no  supply  of  water,  and  supplies  are 
obtained  from  a covered  spring. 


Lianddoget. 

Has  no  piped  supplies  of  water  and  supplies  are  obtained 
from  two  springs.  Both  springs  have  been  protected— 
provided  with  doors  with  locks  fixed  on  them  and  pumps. 

Pandy  Tudur. 

Village  has  no  proper  piped  supply  of  water,  supplies 
being  obtained  from  springs.  A source  of  supply  near 
Bodwrach  Farm  on  high  land  above  the  village  is  being 
gauged  with  a view  to  providing  a satisfactory  supply  to  this 
village. 

Gwytherin. 

This  village  has  no  piped  supply  of  water  at  present,  but 
work  is  proceeding  on  a scheme  which  will  ultimately  provide 
the  whole  village  with  a piped  supply  of  water. 

Llangerniew. 

Llangerniew  has  a piped  supply  of  water  owned  by  the 
Hafodunos  Estate.  This  supplv  is  not  satisfactory  and  the 
Council  have  under  consideration  a scheme  for  supplies  from 
another  source. 


Eglwysbach. 

The  water  supplies  to  this  villag'e  are  comprised  of  one 
pump  situated  in  the  main  street  of  the  village.  A stand-pipe 
to  which  water  is  piped  from  the  hillside  opposite.  Other 
sources  of  supplies  are  from  dip-holes  in  the  roadside  and  a 
well  under  a public  house.  The  Council  have  submitted  plans 
to  the  Ministry  for  the  provision  of  a piped  water  supply 
estimated  to  cost  £720. 


LLANGOLLEN  URBAN. 

I he  district  has  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water  and 
the  report  of  Dr.  Grace  on  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
the  water  shows  it  to  be  an  excellent  supply. 

RUTHIN  BOROUGH. 

The  Water  Works  functioned  satisfactorily  during  the 
year,  with  the  exception  of  the  month  of  May  when  some 
trouble  was  experienced  with  the  filters  due  to  biological 
growths,  which  propagated  very  rapidly  during  the  excep- 
tionally warm  spring. 

A few  samples  taken  in  June  showed  Bacillus-coli  in 
slight  excess  of  the  bacteriological  standards.  These  were  not 
of  human  origin,  and  rapidly  disappeared  on  adjustment  of 
chlorination.  The  need  of  acquisition  of  the  gathering  ground 
by  the  Council  is  urgently  proved.  1 reported  to  this  effect 
at  the  Ministry  of  Health  enquiry  before  the  Council  acquired 
these  works,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Council 
are  now  (in  1938)  negotiating  for  its  purchase. 

WREXHAM  BOROUGH. 

During  the  year  four  samples  of  water  were  taken  in  the 
Borough,  three  of  these  were  taken  from  the  mains  of  the 
Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Co.  All  three  samples 
were  excellent  in  character  with  a moderate  degree  of  hard- 
ness and  very  low  bacterial  count  with  a total  absence  of 
excremental  polluth >n. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  report  to  the  extensive  new 
works  which  has  been  commenced  at  Pant  Glas  on  the  Ruabon 
Mountain ; these  works  had  continued  during  the  year  and  are 
now  practically  complete. 
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WREXHAM  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

There  are  four  water  companies  in  the  area,  one  Town 
Trust  and  two  other  concerns  provided  and  maintained  by 
the  Local  Authority  itself. 

During  the  year  22  samples  of  water  were  taken  from 
the  water  supplies  in  the  Rural  District — 12  from  the  supplies 
of  the  water  companies  and  10  others  from  wells  and  spouts. 
In  addition  to  these,  2 other  samples  of  water  were  taken 
from  a stream  which  was  proposed  to  be  used  for  drinking 
purposes. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analysis  shows  18  samples 
were  satisfactory  for  drinking  purposes,  6 samples  were  con- 
sidered not  satisfactory — 1 river  water,  4 well  water  and  1 
company  supply. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

ABERGELE  URBAN. 


Abergele  Ward. 

Sewage  discharges  into  the  sea  at  low  water  of  ordinary 
tides  and  there  is  no  overflow  into  streams.  There  is  one 
septic  tank  and  the  sewage  is  sufficiently  screened  and  purified 
before  anv  effluent  enters  land  ditches. 

St.  George  and  Towyn  Ward. 

The  sewage  from  all  houses  discharging  into  septic  tanks 
and  cesspools.  Some  are  satisfactory  and  notices  have  been 
served  upon  the  owners  of  others  to  carry  out  certain 
improvements. 

Kinmel  Bay  Ward. 

The  Council  have  received  from  their  Consulting 
Engineers  plans  and  estimates  for  a sewerage  scheme  to 
cover  the  Kinmel  Bay  and  Towyn  areas.  Appeal  was  made 
to  the  various  landowners  for  contributions  towards  the  cost 
of  the  scheme.  Owing  to  unsatisfactory  response  the  major 
scheme  has  been  abandoned  for  the  time  being,  and  a modified 
scheme  is  under  consideration. 


Llanddulas  Ward. 


Most  of  the  houses  are  connected  to  a sewer  which  dis- 
charges into  tanks  close  to  a river  bank,  where  the  overflow 
discharges.  There  are  cesspools  in  the  upper  part  of  the  ward. 

ALED 

No  important  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the 
year. 

The  effluent  from  the  sewerage  works  at  Trefnant  has 
not  been  satisfactory.  The  ditch  receiving  the  effluent  was 
cleared  out  by  the  Council  as  far  as  the  main  ditch  on 
Perthewig  Farm.  The  Council  have  agreed  to  secure  expert 
advice  on  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  Council  have  not  yet  been  able  to  provide  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  works  at  Bettws-yn-Rhos,  Llanelian, 
Llannefydd,  Tanyfron  and  Llansannan,  owing  to  the  heavy 
cost  they  would  involve. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Practically  all  the  privies  within  a reasonable  distance  of 
sewers  have  been  converted  into  water  closets.  About  90 
per  cent,  of  the  closet  accommodation  where  no  sewers  are 
available  are  of  the  privy  type  with  fixed  receptacles,  the 
remaining  10  per  cent,  being  of  the  privy  type  with  movable 
receptacles. 


CEIRIOG. 

No  sewerage  schemes  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year. 


COLWYN  BAY  BOROUGH. 

During  1938  no  extensive  changes  in  the  sewerage  system 
of  the  Borough  were  undertaken,  but  very  careful  enquiry  and 
investigation  of  the  state  of  the  drainage  at  Rhos  was  felt 
necessary.  A very  comprehensive  report  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Committee  by  the  Surveyor. 

As  a result  of  the  above  report,  it  is  expected  that  all 
real  causes  of  complaint  will  be  remedied  during  the  next  few 
months. 
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DENBIGH  BOROUGH. 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  system  of  the  town  is  not 
“beyond  criticism.  The  majority  of  the  houses  are  connected 
with  the  Sewer  by  well-laid  drains.  The  sewage  is  disposed 
of  by  means  of  broad  land  irrigation  on  two  farms,  which 
are  leased  by  the  Council.  Extension  of  sewage  treatment 
farms  is  required  and  sewers  will  have  to  be  increased  in 
•capacity. 

A new  sewerage  system  for  Henllan  has  been  decided  on 
and  it  is  hoped  to  carry  on  the  work  soon. 

With  the  exception  of  about  7 pail  closets  all  the  houses 
in  the  town  have  one  or  more  water  closets. 

The  sewerage  system  for  the  hamlet  of  The  Green  is 
working  adequately. 


HIRAETHOG. 

Cerrigydruidion. 

This  place  is  well  sewered  and  the  sewerage  taken  to 
an  outfall  works,  and  treated  in  settling  tanks  and  passed 
through  filters,  the  effluent  being  discharged  into  a neigh- 
bouring stream.  The  sludge  is  dried  and  disposed  of  to 
farmers. 

Cefn  Brith. 

This  village  is  part  sewered,  sewage  being  given  treat- 
ment by  tank  and  filter. 

Glasfryn. 

This  village  is  sewered,  and  the  sewage  is  given  tank  and 
filter  treatment. 

Llanfihangel. 

This  village  is  part  sewered,  and  the  sewage  given  tank 
and  filter  treatment.  No  refuse  collection  is  undertaken  in 
this  village. 

Pentrellyncymer. 

The  closet  accommodation 
system. 


is  not  the  water  carriage 
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Llangwm. 


The  closet  accommodation  here  is  still  on  the  conservancy 
system. 

Dinmael. 

This  village  is  sewered  and  the  sewage  given  treatment 
by  tank  and  filters. 

Pentrevoelas. 

This  village  is  unsewered,  and  the  drains  and  privies  from 
the  houses  in  the  village  discharge  indiscriminately  into  the 
adjoining  streams. 

Representations  were  made  to  the  Estate  Company  and 
they  have  put  forward  proposals  for  the  drainage  of  this 
village  which  will  include  the  conversion  of  five  privies  into 
water  closets.  The  Council  have  agreed  to  meet  them  on  the 
cost  of  the  conversions  only. 

Nebo. 

The  closet  accommodation  is  on  the  conservancy  system. 

Capel  Garmon. 

This  village  has  been  sewered  and  a small  outfall  works 
provided,  consisting  of  settling  tanks,  syphon  and  percolating 
filters. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  nightsoil  is  carried  out 
once  a fortnight  and  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  the  rough 
land  outside  the  village. 

Melin-y-Coed. 

This  hamlet  is  unsewered.  House  refuse  collection  and 
night  soil  collection  is  undertaken  once  a fortnight  and  dis- 
posed of  by  tipping-  on  the  rough  land  outside  the  hamlet. 

Llangerniew. 

This  village  is  partly  drained  by  a private  sewer.  House 
refuse  collection  is  undertaken  once  a fortnight.

Eglwysbach. 

This  village  is  not  sewered.  House  refuse  collection  is 
undertaken  once  a month. 

General. 

Most  of  the  isolated  houses  and  farms  outside  the 
villages  have  drainage  systems  discharging  into  cesspools  or 
septic  tanks.  A good  number,  however,  have  no  drainage 
arrangements  and  these  are  being  dealt  with  and  met  with. 
Two  new  drainage  systems  were  put  in  during  the  year  as  a 
consequence  of  informal  action  with  the  respective  owners. 

LLANGOLLEN  URBAN. 

Negotiations  in  connection  with  the  proposed  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  scheme  were  continued  during  the  year, 
but  the  work  has  not  been  actively  started. 

RUTHIN  BOROUGH. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  during  the  year  and  the 
disposal  works  have  proved  satisfactory. 

WREXHAM  RURAL. 

The  sewerage  extension  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  the 
villages  of  Garth  and  Trevor  in  the  Llangollen  Rural  Parish 
was  commenced  and  completed  during  the  year  1938.  The 
loan  raised  for  the  work  was  £10,000  and  the  works  were 
carried  out  by  contract. 

Small  sewer  extensions  were  carried  out  in  the  Parishes 
of  Broughton  and  Rhos.  This  work  was  done  by  direct  labour. 

In  my  last  report  I dealt  upon  the  necessity  of  estab- 
lishing a sewerage  scheme  in  some  of  the  remote  parts  of 
our  district.  One  scheme  has  been  put  in  hand  and  this  is 
referred  to  by  the  Engineer,  namely  the  new  sewer  for  Garth 
and  Trevor  Isa  in  the  Llangollen  Rural  Parish. 

Bwlchgwyn. 

There  is  no  sewerage  scheme  in  this  locality,  and  in  such 
a residential  area  I think  it  necessary  that  some  scheme  should 
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be  adopted.  It  is  true  that  the  council  houses  have  a small 
scheme  of  their  own  but  there  is,  in  this  locality,  a large 
amount  of  residential  property  which,  in  my  opinion,  should 
receive  the  benefits  of  modern  amenities. 


Minera. 

A Maternity  Home  is  being-  built  in  this  locality  and  the 
sewer  is  being  extended  to  this  part  of  the  Parish.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  extension  will  only  be  the  first  instalment 
of  a scheme  which  should  be  more  extensive  than  it  is  at  the 
present  time. 


Marchwiel. 

Certain  properties  in  this  Parish,  especially  council  houses, 
are  already  connected  to  the  Wrexham  Corporation  Sewage 
Farms  at  Five  Fords,  but  I am  given  to  understand  that  the 
Borough  Council  raise  no  objection  to  receiving  the  whole 
sewerage  from  this  Parish  provided  equitable  terms  are 
arranged. 


A certain  amount  of  housing  development  is  taking  place 
in  Marchwiel,  especially  towards  Wrexham  and  in  my  opinion 
time  is  long  over  due  when  the  whole  village  should  receive 
the  benefits  of  a modern  drainage  system. 


Holt. 

Here  again  there  is  room  for  improvement,  and  as  the 
Wrexham  Rural  District  Council  is  considering  the  erection  of 
council  houses  to  replace  dwellings  scheduled  for  demolition 
the  time  is  nigh  for  this  Parish  to  be  adequately  sewered. 


WREXHAM  BOROUGH. 

the  sewage  to  Five  Fords  Farm,  Marchwiel,  where  it  is 
treated  on  scientific  lines.  During  the  year  additional  works 
were  completed  by  the  provision  of  two  percolating  filters 
with  the  humus  treatment  tanks,  and  since  the  construction 
of  these  was  completed  the  effluent  is  satisfactory  although 
it  contains  an  excessive  amount  of  humus  and  the  attention 
(d  the  Consulting  Engineers  has  been  drawn  to  the  fact. 
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During  the  year  extensive  work  was  carried  out  by  the 
provision  of  new  sewers  in  the  Borough  in  order  to  disconnect 
the  obsolete  Sewage  Works  at  Erlas  and  which  will  continue 
as  a storm  water  treatment  plant  and  once  this  extension 
system  is  complete,  practically  all  the  sewage  material  in  the 
Borough,  with  the  exception  of  the  extreme  northern  end, 
will  be  conveyed  to  Marchwiel  for  treatment. 

The  scheme  provided  for  a large  length  of  new  sewers, 
some  of  which  will  replace  the  old  ones  which  will  be  used  as 
storm  water  overflows  and  treated  at  the  Erlas  Works.  In 
addition  to  these,  extensions  of  the  sewers  were  carried  out 
in  order  to  give  the  adequate  facilities  to  the  Rhosddu  and 
Plas  Coch  areas.

In  addition  to  the  samples  of  Milk  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst,  100  Informal  Samples  were  tested  at  the  Col- 
wyn  Bay  Office,  and  14  at  the  Wrexham  Office  during  the 
year. 

The  milk  supplied  to  the  Children’s  Homes,  Public 
Assistance  Institutions  and  certain  Hospitals  in  the  County 
were  periodically  examined  during  the  year. 

As  will  be  observed  from  the  Table,  256  samples  of  Milk 
were  taken  from  retailers,  12  “ on  delivery  ” from  wholesalers 
and  11  direct  from  the  cows.  23  of  the  retail  samples  were 
certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  being  “ not  genuine  ” by 
reason  of  deficiency  in  fat,  or  solids-not-fat,  or  the  addition 
thereto  of  water,  and  of  this  number  14,  comprising  minor 
defections,  were  dealt  with  by  means  of  advice  and  cautions.  4 
were  eliminated  by  “on  delivery”  samples,  2 were  eliminated  by 
“ appeal  to  cow  ” samples,  and  the  remaining  3 instances  were 
the  subjects  of  prosecution.  3 samples  of  milk  taken  “ on 
delivery  ” were  found  to  contain  added  water,  and  the  two 
producers  concerned  were  prosecuted. 

4 informal  samples  of  sausage  were  certified  as  con- 
taining Sulphur  Dioxide,  a permitted  preservative  when 
utilised  within  certain  prescribed  limits  and  a proper  notice 
is  exhibited  on  the  premises  or  attached  to  such  sausage 
informing  the  purchaser  of  this  fact.  Although  in  these 
instances  no  such  notice  was  exhibited  or  given  the  amount 
of  the  preservative  present  was  well  within  the  prescribed 
limit  and  the  vendors  have  been  cautioned. 

An  informal  sample  of  Brandy,  and  one  of  Butter  which 
contained  a small  amount  of  excess  water,  and  two  samples 
of  Spirit  of  Nitre  which  were  deficient  in  active  principle,  will, 
if  possible,  be  followed  up  with  formal  samples  during  the 
present  quarter. 
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An  informal  sample  of  cheap  second-grade  jam  was  certi- 
fied as  genuine  apart  from  the  fact  that  it  contained  a small 
proportion  of  woody  fibre.  This  article  will  receive  further 
attention. 

All  other  samples  were  certified  by  the  Analyst  as  being 
genuine  and  free  from  prohibited  preservatives  and  colouring 
matter.

OFFICER  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER, 

1938. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Agriculture  Act  of  1937  (Part  4)  came  into  operation 
on  April  1st,  1938,  and  the  Veterinary  duties  formerly  carried 
out  by  the  County  Council  under  the  Contagious  Diseases  of 
Animals  Acts  and  Orders  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and 
the  Veterinary  Inspection  and  Tuberculin  Testing  of  cattle 
under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  were  transferred  to  the  Animal  Health  Division  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS.

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDERS  OF  1925  AND  1938. 


74  Bovine  animals  were  examined  by  the  County  Veterinary 
Officers  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  Of  these  : — 
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46  were  suspected  of  having  the  disease,  and  were  reported 
by  the  owners  or  their  veterinary  surgeons; 

10  of  them  were  after  examination  reported  not  to  be 
affected  with  Tuberculosis  in  any  of  the  forms  provided 
for  in  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925; 

1 animal  died,  no  compensation  was  payable ; 

35  cattle  were  valued  and  slaughtered. 

In  addition  to  the  “ Reported  Cases  ” the  examination  of 
cows  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders  led  to 
the  detection,  valuation  and  slaughter  of 

28  2 of  which  were  found  after  the  biological  examination 
of  milk. 

Of  the  63  animals  slaughtered  during  the  first  quarter 
(35  reported  and  28  found  on  inspection),  the  post- 
mortem examination  proved  that 

46  were  “ Advanced  ” cases  according  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  of  1925,  and 

17  were  certified  as  “ not  advanced.” 

From  April  1st  the  duties  were  carried  out  by  the 
Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
the  following  are  their  figures  for  the  remaining  three- 
quarters  of  the  year: — 

127  cases  were  reported  by  the  owners  or  their  veterinary 
surgeons  (39  to  June  30th,  50  to  September  30th,  and  38 
to  December  31st)  ; 

51  of  these  were,  after  examination,  reported  not  to  be 
affected  with  the  disease  according  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Orders  of  1925  and  1938,  the  latter  having  operated  since 
the  1st  of  April,  1938  (19  not  affected  to  June  30th,  20 
to  September  30th,  12  to  December  31st). 

37  cases  were  found  during  inspection  of  milking  herds 
under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders  (8  to  June 
30th,  9 to  September  30th,  and  20  to  December  31st). 

11  cows  were  discovered  through  the  biological  examination 
of  milk  (4  to  June  30th,  7 to  September  30th,  and  nil  to 
December  31st). 
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THE  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

The  effect  of  the  Agriculture  Act.  19 37,  upon  the  working 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders  is  that  the  Veterinary 
Inspection  of  Milking  Herds  and  Tuberculin  Testing  has  been 
transferred  from  the  County  Councils  to  the  State  Veterinary 
Service.  With  this  exception,  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  Local  Authorities  are  unaffected. 

16,821  cows  were  clinically  examined  by  the  County 

Veterinary  Officers  during  the  first  quarter  of  the 

year.  Of  these  : — 

7,934  were  in  Accredited  Herds,  and 

8.887  in  other  herds;  resulting  in  the  detection  and  slaughter 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of 

26  cows,  10  of  which  had  Tuberculosis  of  the  Udder, 
11  were  Chronic  Cough  cases  caused  by  Tuber- 
culosis, and 

5 were  affected  with  Tuberculous  Emaciation; 

1 guinea-pig  inoculation  proved  positive  and  resulted  in 
the  tracing  and  slaughter  of  2 cows,  one  having 
tuberculosis  of  the  udder  and  the  other  tuberculosis 
of  the  lungs. 

A total  of  28  cows  were  slaughtered  in  three  months;  and,  in 
addition, 

54  cows  were  found  to  have  diseased  conditions 
necessitating  their  isolation  or  removal  from  the  Herds  to 
comply  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders. 

The  figures  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  the 
period  April  1st  to  December  31st,  1938,  arc : — 

27,357  cows  in  Accredited  Herds  were  examined,  averaging 
9,119  cows  per  quarter,  and 

9,508  cows  in  Non-designated  Herds  that  are  examined  half- 
yearly  only.  A total  of 

36,865  clinical  examinations  were  carried  out,  resulting  in  the 
detection  and  slaughter  of 
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37  cows  (8  to  June  30th,  9 to  September  30th,  and  20  to 
December  31st). 

The  biological  examination  of  milk  samples  resulted 
in  the  tracing  and  slaughter  of 

11  cows  (4  to  June  30th,  7 to  September  30th.  and  nil 
to  December  31st). 

The  figures  for  the  year  are : — 

53,686  clinical  examinations  were  carried  out  (16,821  by 

County  Council  and  36,865  by  Ministry  of  Agriculture). 

35,291  of  the  above  total  were  in  Accredited  Herds  that  were 
examined  every  three  months,  an  average  of 

8.823  cows  per  quarter,  and 

18,395  in  other  herds  that  were  examined  half-yearly,  giving 
an  average  of 

9,197  cows  every  six  months. 

Resulting  in  the  detection  and  removal  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Orders  of 

76  cows. 

THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDERS,  1936 

AND  1938. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  granting  of 
Licences  authorising  milk  producers  to  use  the  special  desig- 
nations “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” and  “ Accredited,”  and  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  conditions  upon  which  the  licences  are 
granted.  The  Tuberculin  Testing  and  the  clinical  examination 
of  the  milking  herds  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  since  the  Agricultural  Act  came  into  operation 
on  April  1st,  1938,  but  it  is  the  Licensing  Authority’s  duty  to 
have  the  animals  reacting  to  the  test  removed  from  the  herds, 
and  the  same  applies  to  other  diseases  that  are  likely  to 
affect  the  milk  injuriously,  except  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
that  are  taken  by  the  veterinary  inspectors  of  the  Ministry 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Orders. 
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Denbighshire  had  27  licensed  T.T.  herds  in  1938;  an 
increase  of  5 on  the  previous  year,  and  1937  had  an  increase 
of  5 herds  over  1936. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  controlled  these  to  January  1st, 
1937,  but  the  Tuberculin  Testing  was  carried  out  by  the 
owner’s  veterinary  surgeon  at  owner’s  expense,  and  the 
County  Council  decided  to  proceed  on  the  same  lines  subject 
to  supervision  by  the  Licensing  Authority. 

From  April  1st  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  Inspectors  Tuberculin  Tested  1093  animals  and 
126  were  certified  to  be  reactors;  this  unsatisfactory  result 
was  mainly  due  to  four  herds  that  had  been  licensed  for  years 
suddenly  showing  a large  number  of  reactors.  This  occurrence 
is  not  confined  to  this  County. 

The  first  herd  to  show  a number  of  reactors  had,  at  the 
first  half-yearly  testing  in  1937,  shown  a number  of  reactors 
which  the  owner  was  warned  to  remove  from  the  farm.  A 
subsequent  test  brought  out  2 reactors  and  at  the  third  test 
they  were  certified  as  having  all  passed.  The  following  testing 
again  had  a large  number  of  reactors,  and  these  were  all  sold 
•out. 


The  next  breakdown  was  in  an  Attested  Herd,  the  first 
Attested  Herd  in  North  Wales,  and  for  a considerable  time 
the  only  one  in  this  County.  A pedigree  Ayrshire  herd,  bought 
and  Tuberculin  Tested  in  Scotland  in  1931,  it  was  licensed  to 
produce  T.T.  milk  and  according  to  the  regulations  it  was 
Tuberculin  Tested  every  six  months  without  ever  having  a 
reactor.  In  1935  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  placed  the  herd 
on  their  “Attested  Herd”  register;  from  then  it  was  tested 
annually  by  their  veterinary  inspectors.  The  1938  test  showed 
10  reactors  and  5 doubtfuls  in  a herd  of  29  milking  and  31 
young  cattle.  The  reactors  were  all  sold  in  a few  days  and 
the  doubtfuls  were  re-tested  in  about  two  months.  Three 
of  them  reacted  and  two  passed;  the  reactors  were  cleared 
immediately.  13  out  of  60  affected  with  Tuberculosis, 
according  to  the  test,  in  a herd  that  had  not  previously  led 
the  Inspectors  to  suspect  any  of  them. 

What  is  the  explanation  ? Contact  with  other  cattle  was 
impossible,  nor  was  it  possible  for  affected  pigs  or  poultry 
to  have  caused  the  cattle  to  react.  The  Head  Cowman  had 
been  to  a sanatorium  under  observation  and  was  considered 
not  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis  so  he  was  discharged 
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a short  time  before  he  was  employed  by  the  owner  of  this 
herd.  He  worked  on  the  farm  for  about  two-and-a-half  years, 
first  as  van  driver  and  later  attended  to  the  cattle.  On  three 
or  four  occasions  he  was  off  duty  for  short  periods  on  account 
of  illness  and  finally  he  was  laid  up  with  a bad  cold  or 
influenza.  His  sputum  was  examined  and  it  proved  positive 
and  he  was  removed  to  a sanatorium.  This  was  a very  short 
time  before  the  cattle  gave  the  unfavourable  result. 

It  is  known  that  human  Tuberculosis  is  transmissible  to 
cattle  and  pigs,  dogs  and  cats,  and  possibly  poultry,  so  there 
is  strong  suspicion  that  the  cowman  suffering  from  Tuber- 
culosis of  the  lungs  and  discharging  tubercle  bacilli  from  the 
air  passages  was  the  cause  of  the  high  percentage  of  cattle 
reacting  to  the  test,  but  unfortunately  the  bacilli  were  not 
“ typed  ” to  prove  whether  “ human  ” or  “ bovine  ” in  origin, 
so  the  case  is  “ not  proven.” 

I think  the  only  other  explanation  of  the  breakdown  is 
the  possibility  of  the  Tuberculin  being  faulty.  For  some  time 
past,  the  reliability  of  occasional  batches  of  Tuberculin  has 
been  doubted,  and  this  is  being  investigated  by  a Committee 
of  scientists  at  present. 

The  third  unsatisfactory  result  was  in  a herd  where  there 
was  evidence  that  the  owners  had  not  been  careful  to  remove 
the  reacting  cows  without  delay,  a subsequent  test  at  the 
end  of  the  year  disclosed  that  the  licence  could  not  be  renewed 
for  1939. 

The  fourth  apparent  breakdown  was  in  December,  when 
a herd  of  about  70,  half  of  which  were  young  stock,  20  were 
certified  to  have  reacted  to  the  test — 10  milking  cows,  1 bull 
and  9 young  cattle.  This  occurred  at  a time  of  the  year  when 
it  was  difficult  to  get  rid  of  10  cows,  some  far  from  calving, 
without  a very  heavy  loss,  the  only  alternative  was  to  isolate 
the  reactors.  Under  the  circumstances  I consented  to  this 
on  the  understanding  that  during  a temporary  arrangement 
the  owner  would  pay  strict  attention  to  thorough  separation 
of  cattle,  utensils  and  milk,  and  that  none  of  the  milk  from 
reacting  cows  would  be  sold  as  from  cows  that  had  passed  the 
test. 


A test  applied  in  February  proved  that  the  December 
reactions  were  transitory,  and  an  official  test  in  May  produced 
only  one  reactor  in  the  milking  herd — this  was  a cow  that 
had  been  bought  about  a month  previously — and  one  reactor 
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among  the  young  stock.  4 of  the  December  reactors  had 
been  sold  leaving  16  on  the  farm,  15  of  which  passed  in 
May,  1939. 

Early  in  the  summer  the  owner  attended  a poultry  dis- 
persal sale  and  he  bought  a considerable  number  of  fowls 
that  appeared  to  be  quite  healthy.  They  were  allowed  to  run 
■over  the  same  pastures  as  the  cattle  and  after  the  lapse  of 
a few  weeks  it  was  found  that  some  of  the  birds  were  ill  and 
later  some  of  them  died.  A post-mortem  examination  proved 
that  they  were  affected  with  Avian  Tuberculosis. 

It  is  stated  that  Avian  Tuberculosis  will  cause  bovine 
animals  to  react  to  the  Tuberculin  test  occasionally,  but  that 
the  effect  is  not  lasting;  this  case  supports  that  view.  There 
were  20  reactors  to  Tuberculin  in  December,  1938.  15  of  these 
were,  five  months  later  (May,  1939),  on  very  careful  testing 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  found  to  be  non -reactors.  The 
Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  and  myself  examined  the 
milking  herd  independently  and  there  was  not  a doubtful 
animal  among  the  15.  One  young  animal  that  was  a reactor 
in  December  again  reacted  in  May  and  four  had  been  sold 
before  the  testing  in  May. 

It  appears  to  me  to  be  my  duty  to  make  known  these 
results.  In  the  first  instance : the  probability  of  the  cowman 
affected  with  open  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  whose  sputum 
contained  tubercle  bacilli,  causing  13  cattle  in  a herd  of  60 
to  be  certified  as  reactors  to  Tuberculin.  The  man  may  have 
contracted  the  disease  from  cattle  or  it  may  have  originated 
from  another  human  being.  Unfortunately  there  was  no 
Investigation  as  to  whether  the  human  or  the  bovine  type  of 
■organism  caused  the  cattle  to  react.  This  point  should  receive 
more  attention  in  future. 

The  possibility  of  the  Tuberculin  being  wrong  is  not 
forgotten. 

In  the  suspected  poultry  case  it  is  assumed  that  the 
December  test,  resulting  in  20  reactors,  was  properly  carried 
out.  The  Double  Intradermal  Test  that  is  now  in  general  use 
is,  in  my  opinion,  a long  way  off  being  satisfactory  in  all 
respects.  The  margin  of  difference  as  to  whether  an  animal 
should  be  classed  as  reactor  or  non-reactor  is  in  some  cases 
very  fine,  so  that  it  sometimes  happens  that  men  having  a 
large  experience  of  the  test  are  unable  to  agree  upon  the 
interpretation  of  a slight  change  resulting  where  the  Tuber- 


culin  was  injected.  This  uncertainty  should  be  removed  as 
soon  as  possible.  I know  that  it  is  difficult,  but  the  Committee 
that  is  now  investigating  the  matter  will  probably  solve  the 
problem. 

On  the  one  hand  it  is  very  important  from  the  Public 
Health  aspect,  and  for  the  eradication  of  the  disease  in 
animals,  that  the  test  applied  can  be  relied  upon.  That  the 
percentage  of  failures  under  the  present  system  is  generally 
very  small  I agree,  but  there  are  failures.  Occasionally  an 
advanced  case  of  Tuberculosis  will  give  no  reaction  and  if 
the  test  alone  is  acted  upon  that  animal  remains  in  the  herd 
to  infect  other  cattle  and  possibly  to  infect  human  beings 
through  the  milk  supply. 

On  the  other  hand  it  is  very  important  to  the  owner  that 
errors  be  reduced  to  a minimum  and  that,  if  possible,  there 
should  be  an  improved  method  of  deciding  whether  a slight 
skin  lesion  is  or  is  not  a reaction  to  Tuberculin. 

Another  point  that  needs  further  consideration  is  the  once 
fairly  universal  belief  that  “ once  a reactor  always  a reactor.” 
The  herd  referred  to,  where  I connect  the  poultry  with  the 
December  reactions  and  the  passing  of  those  animals  five 
months  later  will  prove  that  it  should  no  longer  be  held  that 
all  animals  that  once  react  to  the  test  will  always  react. 

I hope  that  no  one  will  think  that  it  would  have  been 
better  if  I had  not  stated  some  of  these  weak  points.  I believe 
that  to  point  out  the  pitfalls  is  the  surest  way  towards  the 
institution  of  an  improved  method. 

Accredited  Milk. 

During  the  year  we  had  304  licensed  Accredited  Herds, 
an  increase  of  44  since  1937,  and  as  previously  stated  35,291 
clinical  examinations  of  cows  producing  this  superior  grade 
of  milk  were  undertaken,  averaging  8,823  cows  per  quarter. 

I am  doing  as  much  as  possible  to  encourage  farmers  to 
improve  their  cowsheds  with  the  object  of  being  able  to  obtain 
the  Accredited  Milk  licence  as  the  ljd.  per  gallon  bonus  is 
a very  substantial  addition  to  the  price  obtained  for  non- 
graded  milk,  and  the  Accredited  Herd  scheme  is  to  be 
encouraged  from  the  public  health  standpoint.  The  standard 
adopted  in  this  County  is  fairly  high — higher  than  it  is  in 
some  counties.  The  insistence  on  having  a steriliser  where  the 
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herds  exceed  10  cows  keeps  some  farmers  out  of  it;  some 
cannot  afford  the  cost,  others  are  reluctant  to  spend  money 
on  any  improvement. 

The  Attested  Herd'  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

Denbighshire  had  104  Attested  Herds  at  the  end  of  1938, 
and  77  Supervised  Herds.  This  is  a wonderful  achievement, 
as  there  were  only  a very  few  herds  registered  at  the  end 
of  1937. 

The  County  Council  has  no  part  in  the  control  of  this 
scheme,  the  main  object  of  which  is  to  eradicate  Bovine  Tuber- 
culosis, and  the  stamping  out  of  the  disease  in  cattle  will 
certainly  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  human  sufferers. 

The  bonus  of  10  shillings  every  six  months  per  head 
received  for  all  cattle  on  the  farm  is  worth  striving  for,  and 
those  who  sell  milk  receive  Id.  per  gallon  in  addition,  or  if 
they  prefer  to  be  paid  on  the  milk  alone  2d.  is  paid. 

I believe  the  Id.  per  gallon  paid  in  addition  to  the  bonus 
for  each  animal  is  given  because  the  owners  produce  and 
sell  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” milk.  This  is  equivalent  to  the  price 
obtained  by  the  T.T.  Licence  holders  who  obtain  Id.  .in  addition 
to  the  l^d.  per  gallon  received  by  Accredited  milk  producers. 
Therefore  there  are  two  classes  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
producers  receiving  the  same  benefit,  with  the  difference  that 
the  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  Licence  holders  have  had  their 
cowsheds  and  equipment  approved  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  as  complying  with  the  hygienic  standard  that  is  con-  j 
sidered  desirable  for  clean  milk  production,  while  the  cow- 
sheds where  some  Attested  Herds  are  housed  are  not  up  to  1 
the  same  standard ; .in  fact,  some  are  considerably  lower. 

The  Milk  sind  Dairies  Orders  of  1926  and  1938. 

The  1938  Order  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  day  of 
April.  It  revoked  Articles  8,  9 and  10  of  the  1926  Order 
relating  to  the  Veterinary  Inspection  of  cattle  by  County  and 
County  Borough  Councils,  but  Article  11  of  the  1926  Order 
is  still  administered  by  the  Countv  Council.  This  specifies  ' 
additional  diseases  affecting  cows  which  are  to  he  regarded 
as  diseases  for  the  purposes  of  Section  5 of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915.  The  Diseases  of  Cows  to 
which  Section  5 applies  are:  Acute  Mastitis;  Actinomycosis* 
of  the  bidder  and  Suppuration  of  the  Udder:  and  those  added  a 
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in  Article  11  of  the  1926  Orders  are:  any  Comatose  condition; 
any  Septic  condition  of  the  Uterus ; any  Infection  of  the 
Udder  or  teats  which  is  likely  to  convey  disease.  This  list 
of  diseases  is  in  addition  to  Tuberculosis,  Anthrax  and  Foot 
and  ‘Mouth  Disease,  which  are  Scheduled  Diseases  under  the 
Contagious  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  and  Orders,  and  are 
entirely  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries. 

The  general  administration  of  the  Order  of  1926  as 
amended  (except  Article  11),  i.e.,  the  registration  of  cow- 
keepers  and  dairymen  and  of  dairies  and  enforcement  of  the 
general  requirements  as  to  structure  and  cleanliness  of  cow- 
sheds and  dairies,  methods  of  milking,  cleansing  of  utensils, 
protection  of  milk  against  contamination,  etc.,  is  the  res- 
ponsibility of  Borough  Councils,  Urban  District  and  Rurals 
District  Councils. 


The  periodical  inspection  of  herds  that  are  not  licensed 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders  is  not  com- 
pulsory, but  as  the  Denbighshire  County  Council  had  since 
June,  1935,  undertaken  the  examination  of  these  cows  every 
half-year  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  are  con- 
tinuing on  the  same  lines.  Denbighshire  is  the  only  County 
in  North  Wales  that  is  benefiting  from  this  half-yearly 
inspection  of  non-designated  herds  up  to  the  present,  and  the 
same  applies  to  Inspection  of  Markets.  The  Inspectors  of  the 
Ministry  are  continuing  the  Inspection  that  was  carried  out 
by  me  up  to  the  transfer  of  duties  on  April  1st,  1938. 

Bovine  Contagious  Abortion  and  Johne’s  Disease. 

These  diseases  cause  heavy  losses  to  farmers,  and  as  the 
former  is  communicable  to  man,  causing  Undulant  Fever,  I 
considered  it  my  duty  to  find  out  how  prevalent  these  two 
diseases  are  in  this  County.  So  I asked  the  County  Veterinary 
Officers  to  make  careful  enquiry  at  each  farm  visited  by  them 
in  the  course  of  their  examination  of  Dairy  Herds  as  to 
whether  either  of  these  diseases,  or  both,  existed  or  had 
existed  on  the  premises  within  the  last  two  years.  Tine 
enquiry  lasted  from  January  1st  to  March  31st,  1938. 


1,024  reports  were  received.  Contagious  Abortion  existed  at 
the  time,  or  had  existed  during  the  last  two  years  on 
97  farms,  which  is  nearly  10%  of  the  places  visited. 
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Johne’s  Disease  was  reported  to  exist  on  only 

11  farms,  just  over  1 per  cent.,  which  is  very  encouraging. 
This  disease  could  be  eradicated  from  this  County  at 
very  little  expense,  especially  as  the  value  of  the 
diseased  animals  is  very  small. 

During  1938  two  cases  of  Undulant  Fever  were  reported 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  who  asked  me  to  examine  the 
milking  cows.  In  the  first  case  10  cows  had  recently  aborted, 
and  although  some  of  them  were  isolated  it  was  admitted  that 
their  milk  was  added  to  that  of  others  and  that  it  was  sent 
to  a certain  factory.  The  Undulant  Fever  patient  resided  on 
this  farm. 

The  next  case  was  at  an  Institution  and  the  one  who  was 
affected  had  recently  returned  from  London.  The  milk  supply 
came  from  a farm  about  two  miles  away.  The  cows  were 
examined  but  there  was  no  Contagious  Abortion  at  the  time 
as  far  as  I could  find  out,  and  the  owner  assured  me  that  he 
had  not  had  any  for  a long  time.  It  is  probable  that  the  milk 
supplied  by  this  farmer  was  not  the  origin  of  the  disease 
in  this  case.
